HEALTH  SERVICES  ACT. 


The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child  V/elfarc 
Centre,  a School  Clinic,  a Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  V.D.  Clinic  at 
its  premises  at  No.  50,  Holydyko. 

Maternity  Homes  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes. 

An  ambulance  operated  by  the  County  Council  is  stationed  at 
the  County  Fire  Station,  Holydyke,  and  is  available  for  the  residents 
of  Barton  and  the  surrounding  district. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  Urban  District,  but  a scheme  has 
been  submitted  for  a small  hospital  and  health  centre. 

Accommodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Brumby  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of 
Smallpox  are  segregated  in  a hospital  in  tho  parish  of  Osgodby. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  arc  carried 
out  at  Lincoln. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tho  Water  Supply  from  tho  Waterworks  is  good,  and  about  60f 
of  tho  houses  in  the  Town  are  connected  with  the  mains.  The  rest  of 
the  houses  are  supplied  by  pumps  and  wells. 

Samples  of  water  from  certain  wells  and  pumps  have  been 
found  to  bo  polluted  and  in  those  cases  a piped  supply  from  tho 
public  mains  has  been  provided.  A routine  sampling  of  water  from  ai 
wells  in  the  district  is  to  be  carried  out  in  the  future. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION, 

The  Council  employs  1 full-time  Surveyor,  1 full-time 
Sanitary  Inspector  who  commenced  duty  in  September,  1948,  and  1 
part-time  Medical  Officer. 

Closet  conversions  are  being  carried  out  in  increasing 
numbers,  60  being  completed  during  1949.  The  present  rate  of 
conversion  should  be  maintained  or  increased  if  possible. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  is  reasonably  satisfactory.  It 
is  hoped  that  nightsoil  collection  will  be  improved  when  new 
equipment  is  received. 

A Mortuary  is  provided  and  post-mortem  examinations  can  be 
efficiently  carried  out  in  it.

Inspection  of  dwelling-houses  has  been  only  upon  complaint. 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  for  the 
purpose  of  discovering  defects.  The  figures  given  apply  to  the  v;ork 
done  and  do  not  bear  any  real  relationship  to  the  true  housing 
position.  The  details  of  overcrowding  given  are  compiled  from  the 
records  at  present  available. 

A true  assessment  of  the  housing  position  in  the  district 
can  only  be  made  after  a complete  survey  which  will  have  to  be  carried 
out  at  some  time  in  the  future.  The  result  of  such  a survey  should 
form  the  basis  of  the  future  housing  activity  of  the  Council.

Meat  inspection  at  the  Ministry  of  Rood  Slaughterhouse 
entailed  248  visits  during  the  year.  The  total  v\/eight  of  meat  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  13  tons  1 cwt. 

Of  this  weight  9 tons  was  from  animals  admitted  to  the 
Slaughterhouse  for  emergency  slaughter. 

DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SHOPS.

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  on  1st  October,  1949,  and  the  Regulations  made 
under  that  Act,  the  control  of  milk  production  passed  from  local 
authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Registration 
of  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms,  of  distributors  and  the  licencing 
of  dealers  in  designated  milk,  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority. 

The  provisions  relating  to  the  control  of  infected  milk 
are  retained  and  strengthened  and  the  administrative  procedure  is  set 
out  in  detail. 

It  is  too  early  yet  to  comment  upon  the  working  of  the  new 
arrangements .

Piped  water  supplies  are  replacing  wells  in  increasing 
numbers.  This  is  due  to  some  extent  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
supply  in  certain  cases  during  the  Summer  and  to  the  extension  of  the 
water  carriage  system  of  sowage  disposal. 

There  has  been  recent  evidence  that  the  quality  of  the 
water  in  certain  of  the  wells  in  the  district  may  be  affected  by  the 
dry  season.  A routine  sampling  of  all  wells  in  the  district  is  to  be 
carried  out  to  ascertain  the  true  position.

During  the  year  the  first  section  of  tho  conversion  schem( 
has  been  put  into  operation  producing  a total  of  sixty  conversions 
carried  out.  Supervision  of  this  work  entailed  a total  of  123  visits. 
Tv/onty  five  of  tho  twenty  nine  privies  in  tho  collection  area  at  tho 
beginning  of  the  year  have  been  converted  to  earth  closets  or  water 
closets  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  tho  conversion  of  the 
remaining  four. 

The  systematic  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water 
closets  should  be  carried  out  as  quickly  as  circumstances  allow  so 
that  tho  maximum  benefit  from  improved  environment  and  economy  in 
nightsoil  collection  costs  can  bo  obtained. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  (Continued). 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  using  dustbins  is  1882. 
House  refuse  is  collected  by  motor  lorry  generally  weekly.  It  is  not 
possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  throughout  the  winter  with 
the  present  vehicle.  Nightsoil  is  collected  by  horse  and  tumbler  cart 
in  the  early  morning. 

A new  motor  refuse  collector  is  due  to  be  delivered  in  the 
near  future.  This  is  suitable  for  nightsoil  collection  as  well  as 
normal  house  refuse.  ViHien  it  arrives,  the  use  of  tumbler  carts  for 
nightsoil  collection  will  be  discontinued. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  a modified  form  of  controlled 
tipping  but  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  sufficient 
soil  to  cover  the  deposited  refuse  properly.

Steady  progress  with  the  erection  of  Council  houses  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year.  The  increasing  number  of  good 
Council-owned  houses  in  the  town  tends  to  emphasise  the  defects  and 
lack  of  essential  services  in  many  of  tho  older  cottages.  Some  of  the 
v/orst  of  those  cottages  should  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit .
